$1,250,000 POOL 
TO PAY MARCUSE 
DEBTS PLANNED 


Those Back of Project. 


Raising of a pool of from $1,250,000 
to $1,750,000 to bring about a settle 
ment of the tangled financial affairs of 
the defunct brokerage concern of Mar- 
cuse & Co. will be attempted by former 
financial backers of the firm, according 
to information reaching THe TRIBUNF 
last night. The amount it is proposed 
to raise is expected to be sufficient to 
cover between 50 and 60 per cent of 
the firm’s liabilities, estimated at be- 
tween $2,500,000 and $3,300,000. 

Those participating in this pool, it is 
Stated, will be Clement and George 
Studebakér, automobile manufacturers 
of South Bend, Ind., their representa- 
tives in the Studebaker Trust com- 
pany, Attorney Scott Brown, 208 South 
La Salle street, and Richard Yates 
Hoffman, 105 South La Salle street; 
Theodore Regensteiner, president of 
the Regensteiner Colortype company; 
Frank A. Hecht and Joseph M. Finn, 
special partners in the Marcuse firm, 
and Henry Vette, a packer. Many of 
these are heavy creditors in the Mar- 
cuse firm. 

Offer to Creditors. 

With the completion of the pool, it is 
asserted, an offer will be made to all 
creditors to settle on a 50 or 60,per cent 
basis rather than face a legal fight 
which would extend to the United 
States Supreme court.

| Cite Double Dealing 
by Germany.

PARIS, April 4.—The French gov- 
ernment has decided to occupy with 
French troops the German cities of 
Frankfort, Darmstadt, Homburg, and 
Hanau and their vicinity, on the right 
bank of the Rhine, in reprisal for the 
invasion of the Ruhr basin in the neu- 
tral zone by German’ government 
troops in violation of the Versailles 
treaty and as guarantee of their with- 
drawal. 

It is* stated semi-officially tonight 
that the occupation may be expected at 
any time. 

Premier Millerand has notified the 
allied and associated governments of 
this decision and asked them to take 
part in the operation. But it is stated 
the French government will not wait 
for the allies to deliberate and is pre- 
pared to act alone if necessary. 


Prepare Two Divisions. 


The French war office, on the advice 
of Marshal Foch, is said to have or- 
dered Gen. Dogoutte, commanding the 
French army on the Rhine, last night 
to prepare. at once two divisions to 
move at a moment's notice. Whethér 
that order has been given yet or not 
is a guarded secret. 

It is widely reported in Paris to- 
night that Frankfort already has been 
occupied. While the war office refuses 
to make any statement, this announce- 
ment is perhaps premature. 

It appears, however, certain that 
only prompt if not immediate action 
by the German government and obedi 
ence by the troops now marching into 
the Ruhr basin can prevent the French 
moving forward. It is generally be- 
lieved the order will be given tomor- 
row. 

Acting to Restore Order. 


Herr Goeppert, chancellor of, the 
German embassy, called on Premier 
Millerand laté today and handed him 
two copies of a note, one addressed 
to him as president of the peace con- 
ference and the other as French pre- 
mier. 

In this note the German government 
stated they were acting only to restore 
order and that. the French attached 
entirely too much importance to their 
action. Millesand replied that such 
was not his opinion. 

It is evidence the Gorunne are try- 
ing to hurry and subdue the armed 
workers before the French act, so that 
they can state they will withdraw and 
therefore there is no need for the 
French to advance. 


Will Enforce Peace Treaty. 


But while there is always a chance 
of settlement in view of the confessed 
double dealing of Germans and in view 
of the state of French public opinion, 
it appears altogether likely that the 
French are going to extend their oc- 
cupation in a heroic effort to convince 
Germany that the French4ntend to en- 
force the peace treaty. 

It would be difficult to exaggerate 
the effect the situation has on French 
public opinion. The duplicity of the 
German government over sending of 
troops into the Ruhr has aroused 
France and put the whole country be- 
hind Premier Millerand to such an ex- 
tent that were he to back down now 
there is little question he would cease 
quickly to be premier. 


Double Dealing Seen.

Easter Storm 
Ties Up West; 
Crops Escape 


An eight inch snow and a forty mile 
wind, developing from a blizzard in the 
Texas panhandle, yesterday enveloped 
the middie western states, impaired all 
public utilities service in Chicago, 
blocked the Easter parade, and caused 
needless apprehension concerning 
crops. 

The minimum temperathre was 26 
degrees above zero, recorded at mid- 
night. The weather bureau forecasted 
a return of balmy springtime weather 
for today—sunshine and a temperature 
of not lower than 60 degrees. 

The warm blizzard, as meteorological 
seers designate the storm, arrived late 
Saturday night.: By noon yesterday 
the drifting snow had buried railroad 
tracks, city boulevards, and country 
highways. Suburban and transconti- 
nental trains moved hours behind 
dhedules. Elevated and surface lihes 
service was delayed, while snow plows 
and sweepers cleared the tracks. Tele- 
graph, telephone, and electric light 
service suffered. ’ 

Minor Damages Here. 

Minor damage was reported about 
the city by the wind. Chimneys were 
razed, windows blown in, billboards 
toppled over. Many automobiles be- 
came stalled in the snow, particularly 
in Michigan avenue and in the parks. 
Taxicab companies were unable to 
operate, in many instances. 

Iiomes and apartments on the nor%p 
side and along the lake shore were 
dark for hours in the afternoon when 
snow caused trunk lines of the Com- 
monwealth Edison company to snap. 
The breaks were repaired befpre night- 
fall. The telephone company reported 
1,000 wires out of order. 

Danger from Floods. 

The Chicage zone, however, was 
more fortunate than other sections of 
the middle west. Dispatches from 
Kansas, Nebraska, northern Okla- 
homa, Missouri, and Ohio disclosed a 
much heavier snowfall and lower tem- 
peratures. Kansas City and St. Louis 
reported danger of floods in valleys 
and bottom lands, due to the rapid rise 
in streams and rivers, when ~ tem- 
perature rises. 

A new April snowfall record was re- 
ported at Springfield, Ill. Six and three- 
tenths inches fell between 2:30 and 7 
o'clock yesterday. It is more than the 
entire fall of snow for the winter there 
The closest approach to the record wall 
in April of 1899, when 3.8 inches fell. 

West Virginia Suffers. 
A segment of the storm skipped into 
West Virginia, unroofing mahy houses, 
uprooting trees, and wrecking the 
lighting systems of many towns. At 
Parkersburg, where the wind attained 
a velocity of sixty miles an hour, the 
roof of a gospital was ripped off. No 
one was injured. 
That crops are safe, especially in 
the Chicago zone, was disclosed by tele- 
graphic reports received by Tue Tris- 
uns from all over the middie west. 
In the great fruit belt of Michigan as- 
surance was given that apple and 
peach trees were uninjured and that a 
bumper crop was expected.

Yardmen Quit Work, 
Defying Union. 


Train service throughout the Chi 
cago district, already seriously cripple¢ 
by the heavy snowstorm, was prac 
tically demoralized last night by an 
unauthorized strike of switchmen an 
yardmen, called by.a newly forme!

Rail officials admitted that freight 
traffic was operating’ on only a 25 pe 
cent basis, but attributed much of thir 
to the storm rather than the strike 
Passenger trains, both incoming an! 
outgoing, were hours late. 


1,600 Police Called. . 

An appeal was made to the city bs 
the roads for more than 1,600 policeme 
for sfrike duty, The strikers clain 
that more than $15,000,000 worth o 
perishable goods are on sidings now 
awaiting unloading, but rallroad of 
ficilals deny this amount is endangere« 
by the strike. 

Hundreds of office employes and al 
available loyal union men were calieJ 
upon to take the place of the striking 
yardhen in an effort to maintain par 
tial passenger schedules, save perish 
able goods and move about 2,000 car 
of live stock awaiting unloading. But 
despite thelr efforts passenger servic‘ 
was disrupted. 


Suburban Traffic Delayed.

Hundreds of 
arrests are made daily, and a large 
number of. college students favoring 
the union of the five Central American 
republics, of which William Walker 
dreamed in the '60s, have been arrestéd 
on orders of President Cabrera. It is 
reported many were executed. Nu- 
merous revolts have caused many 
deaths. In the city of Quezaltenango 
hundreds were killed and wounded. At 
San José, a Pacific seaport, the troops 
and people fought for several hours. 
Cabrera is reported preparing to 
escape. 

Cabrera now lives’ in constant fear 
of assassination and changes his bed 
pseveral times each night.

New York, April 4—A petition urg- 
ing the adoption of an educational 
plank in the national platform of the 
Republican party was presented today 


to Will H. Hays, chairman of the Re-

Teachers are “ not attempting to dic- 

te,” Mr. MeCoy said, “but with the 
|likelihood of woman, suffrage becom- 
ing a law, thus, giving the vote to 80 
per cent of the 700,000 teachers. in 
America, they feel that the most im- 
| por tant service they can give wil! be 
to see that their vote goes to the party 
that most definitely pledges itself to 
remove educational limitations aie 
the children of the country.” 

There is a “ great and growing ne 
rioration in public education,” caused 
by a tremendous loss of trained teach- 
ers, and a “great lowering in the 
standards of quality of incoming teach- 
ers,” the petition stated. | 

“The basis of the cause of these con- 
ditions which threaten the effictency of 
education is the deficiency in educa- 
tional funds. The failure to pay teach- | 
ers adequate wages is a national sin, 
long confessed, but unatoned for. 

“It will take years to man the 
schools, even as they were in 1914. We 
cannot afford to wait for the public to 
become sufficiently alarmed to act.” 

The average yearly salary of the 
teacher in 1919 was $634, the petition 
said, and there had been only a 10 per 
cent increase during that year. More 
than 30,000 rural schools are without 
teachers. It declares illiteracy, which 
disqualified 700,000 drafted men, is on 
the increase.

The steamfitters were handicapped by 
thelr employer, who did not supply thenf 
with sufficient tools, benches, vises, lad- 
ders, etc. Common laborers do not work 
(as they should and at every opportunity 
go off from their work and generally 
bother some mechanic who is trying to 
carn his money. 

Taking all the men on titis job and | 
dare say not 50 per cent of them would 
qualify for $1.25 an hour if their work 
was judged as in first class industrial 
organizations on an efficiency basis.

The advance has been due largely to 
limited offerings of futures, absence of 
pressure of cash grain, and light stocks. 
There has been a country movement of 
nearly an average for the month of 
March, with the exception of 1918, when 
primary receipts were excessive, owing 
to fnability of the railroads to furnish 
cats during February and to the country 
elevators having large supplies and ship- 


ping freely. 


One factor in the corn trade that has 
net been properly weighed by the specu- 
lators here, who have ignored the cash 
premiums, the big discounts for futures 
under the March, and the nearly average 
movement, is that corn has gone to vari- 
ovs markets. There are nearly a dozen 
of them, which have absorbed the re- 
célpts, preventing an accumulation here 


and at other leading markets. 


Another factor has been the absorp-, 
tion of a large percentage of the re- 
ceipts here by the industries, which has 
taken the grain out of the visible sup- 
ply and madé it unnecessary fir a large 
shipping demand, which has been count- 
ed on as a’bul! factor in past years. The 
latter, being light this year, has prevent- 
ed many traders from taking the bull 


side.
